The A.R.R.L. Board Meeting 


(Continued from Page 1) ; 


its passage or rejection. All 
of these are discussed in de 
tail in the unofficial meetings 
without the restrictive limits 
of Roberts’ Rules, which are 
in full effect during the of- 
ficial meeting. Not all items 
get preliminary discussion, 
and these items usually lead 
to ‘‘word problems’’ in the of- 
ficial meeting. Since a mo- 
tion can only be changed by 
amendment, the technicali- 
ties can occasionally reach 
rather amazing proportions! 


Second, the unofficial 
meetings provide a place and 
time for the Directors to ex- 
change information, get sta- 
tistical data from HQ per- 
sonnel: where this might af- 
fect their decision, bring up 
their ‘‘gripes’’, and, in all 
frankness, do some ‘“‘poli- 
ticking’ for support of the 
individual motions in the of- 
ficial meeting, Withour this, 
a motion offered ‘‘cold”’ in 
the official meeting would 
have little ornochanceat all. 
Conversely, a motion which 
obviously has no chance of 
acceptance will die here un- 
less the Director is insistent 
on showing it in the record. 


My personal reaction to 
the 1964 meeting is that it 
was fairly typical. Some Di- 
rectors have been around for 
a long time and ‘‘know the 
ropes’. They are not easily 
“‘trapped”’ by careless state 
ments, are less likely to be- 
come involved in petty argu- 
ment, and are usually better 
informed on major issues. 
Again, as a personal obser- 
vation, it appeared thata 
very small minority had pos- 
sibly been around too long. 
From various comments, 
these Directors indicated ex- 
tremely meager contact with 
their constituents, what I 
might charitably call ‘‘dis- 
interest’, and a tendency to 
vote along with the majority 
on any and all issues. Three 
or four Directors are ‘‘mav- 
ericks’’ to varying extents, 
ranging from disagreement 
with custom to ‘‘Don’t con- 
fuse me with facts’’. 


The most impressive 
moments in the 1964 meet- 
ings were those times when 


items most likely to affect all 
amateurs came up for dis- 
cussion. Both the Directors 
and the HQ officials ap- 
proached these problems, 
not on a basis of what would 
be best for the League, but 
what would be best for all. 


Throughout all ofthemeet- 
ings, every Director had the 
opportunity to speak on 
every subject discussed. No 
Director was permitted to 
monopolize a session or an 
individual item discussion. A 
Chairman of all sessions, 
Hoover was outstandingly 
capable and certainly de 
serves the highest commen- 
dation for his fairness and 
patience.

The FCC 29th 
Annual Report 


This year marks the 40th 
anniversary of the licensing 
of amateur radio. Starting 
with 1,000 pioneer hams 
(1912), there are now 250,- 
000 licensees operating 255,- 
000 stations. Amateur li- 
censees in the year took part 
in developing and prelimi- 
nary testing of a wide-band 
translator satellite. Amateurs 
also bounced UHF signals 
off the moon andestablished 
records communicating 5,- 
092 miles Hawaii to Mas- 
sachusetts, frequencies above 
1200 mc. ( The 50 Wattpow- 
er limitation on use of 420- 
450 mc. band was removed, 
Docket 14610) For the first 
time certain 7 and 14 mc. 
bands were made available 
to RACES and Alaska, Ha- 
waii, P.R., and V.I. Log re 
quirements for mobile sta- 
tions were relaxed and modi- 
fied sharying of 1800-2000 
band with Loran announc- 
ed. Increase from 6-30-62 to 
6-30-63 Citizens Class Sta- 
tions 141, 452, Amateur 
Class Stations 17, 981, Dis- 
aster Sta. 20, RACKS Sta. 
1,178. On the number of 
transmitters by services, this 
shows amateur at 247,486 
... Disaster 431 ...RACES 
32,061. With regard to the 
disaster communications 
service: 85% of this service’s 
licensees are Civil Defense 
organizations, of these 76% 
also use RACES. Under 
‘‘Applications” Citizens in- 
creased 49,388 t 221,332. 
Amateur applications de 
creased 6,206 to 117,571. 
The number of disaster serv- 
ice applications increased 99 
to 129 while RACES appli- 
cations decreased 83 to 2311. 

There are 18 monitoring 
stations, 24 district field en- 
gineering offices, 4 sub-of- 
fices, 2 Marine offices and 3 
TV mobile units inspecting 
all classes of radio stations, 
investigating unlicensed op- 
eration and interference to 
radio reception and examin- 
ing applicants for Commer- 
cial and Amateur operator 
licenses. 

The monitoring network 
has 10 primary and 8 


secondary stations, includ- 
ing 2 in Alaska and one in 
Hawaii. Twenty three moni- 
toring surveys were conduct- 
ed for various FCC units 
needing data for rulemaking 
and other regulatory pur- 
poses. A one week survey of 
Citizens Radio service con- 
sumed 550 man days and de 
tected 7200 violations in this 
service alone. During fiscal 
’°63 520 unlicensed transmit- 
ters were discovered. ..Of the 
number 343 wereillegal Citi- 
zens Radios. (The other were 
in small boats, private air- 
craft and some used by 
juveniles as a ‘‘Broadcast 
Station’”’.) There were some 
800 TVI/ Industrial commit- 
tees (local and regional) or- 
ganized to help resolve inter- 
ference cases at grass roots 
level. 

As to the soze of just part 
of FCC’s job note that there 
are 40 categories of safety 
and special services and a 
growth of enforcement prob- 
lems. Violations in the Citi- 
zens Service increased by 
140,000 during the year.

I was told when I left 
to expect a letter from the 
surgeon in about nine 
months with an appoint 
ment. 

I am not sure why they 
think nine months, but you 
can be sure they know what 
they are doing. I heartily 
thank all who have sent 
money and those who sent 
their zood wishes. It is a 
wonderful feeling to know 
there are people who are 
open hearted even tho they 
never met you. I did receive 
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a check from a complete 
stranger. So Andy I thank 
you for any help you can 
give through SKIP as Iknow 
you have in the past for 
others.

It turned the 
rock over and there were re- 
vealed a mass of grubs fran- 
tically crawling out in fear 
and trepidation. Surely the 
resultant feuds can only end 
in an appalling disaster for 
it is obvious that this bicker- 
ing within the ranks of the 
Amateur can only lead toa 
refutation of the value of the 
Amateur Radio operator to 
the USA, and possibly any- 
where else for that matter, 
and this, in turn, can lead 
only to annihilation—one 
way or another.

ARRL Board Directs Study of 
Section Boundries in Florida 


As a result of a motion by Director Meyers of the South- 


western Division and an amendment added by Director 


Crossley, Florida is to be included in a study of Section 
[eee The request was directed to the Communica- 
Manager. 

ae present Section boundaries in Florida were es- 
tablished on March 1, 1931. Twenty-one members in what 
is now the Western Florida Section and petitioned the then 

_ Director Hobbs who in turn recommended the action by 
- the Communications Manager. Now, thirty-three years 
later, the same Communications Manager, F. E., Handy, 

ill be reviewing the same area, At the time the Suwannee 

iver was set as the boundary between the Eastern Florida 

Sections, the State had a population of less than one and a 

half million. Today, the three southermost counties, will 

equal or surpass that figure. 

The latest available ARRL membership figures, as of 
January, 1962 show Eastern Florida as the tenth largest 
Section with a strong upward trend. Western Florida as 
of the same date was sixty-fifth in size. The combined 
membership of Western Florida, Alabama, and Georgia 
was, at that date, less than that of Eastern Florida. 

' Section boundaries have particular importance in the 

election and appointment of Communications Department 
_/ Officials such as SCM, SEC, EC, PAM, RM, etc., and in 

the organization of Section Nets in the NTS system. In 
addition, Section boundaries are of considerable import- 
ance during the ARRL contest activities such as Sweepstakes, 
DX Contest, and VHF contests. At the 1964 Board Meet- 
ing there was an effort to eliminate Section multipliers in 
VHF contests because of inequity existing in Sections cov- 
ering large geographical areas. It was contended that the 
stations near the Section boundary were not competing 
under the same conditions as those hundreds of miles 
from the boundary. 

The Section boundary study could suggest several so- 
lutions: (1) no change (2) donsolidation of Eastern and 
Western Florida into one Section (3) relocation of the bound- 
ary to provide more equal balance of membership (4) re 
location of boundary to provide more equal geographical 
area (5) creation of a new Section. Both the first and last 
are unlikely; the first because of existing extreme unbalance, 
and the last because of current League policy against crea- 
tion of new Sections if any other solution can be reached. 

Since the study is to be conducted by the Communica- 
tions Manager, comments and suggestions by individual 
members should be sent to the'League’s only administra- 
tive representatives in the affected Sections — the Section 
Communications Manager.

The following, ainoteh 
previously published, are 
still good rules to follow— 
both for emergency and rou- 
tine net operations.

The speed and efficiency 
of communicating via a net- 
work of stations, commonly 
called a net, is the joint res- 
ponsibility of the net control 
station and the reporting sta- 
tions. Poor discipline, im- 
proper procedure and super- 
fluous transmissions can 
bring a net to chaos. A few 
pointers to make your par- 
ticipation more enjoyable 
and welcomed: 


1.Tune up in aclear place 
off frequency, than carefully 
zero beat both your receiver 
and transmitter on the NCS, 
even if his frequency if off 
the standard net frequency, 
his is taken as the frequency 
of the net. 


2.When a net is directed, 
and most are, the NCS is 
in command andno stations 
should attempt to communi- 
cate with other than the NCS 
until instructed to do so. 


3.When transmittin g, 
speak or send clearly, repeat- 
ing only where difficult 
words make it necessary, 
and on phone, us standard 
phonetics, but use then spar- 
ingly. 

4.Be brief, instruction to 
transmit a message is not 
permission to chew the rag 
with the receiving operator. 
After a short call-up and 
greeting to ascertain your 
readability, send your mes- 
sage in standard form, using 
proper procedure. Finish 
with thanks and a short call- 
up and wait, if the receiving 
station needs fills, he will ask. 
If not, he will QSL and turn 
the frequency back to NCS. 

d. Never leave a net before 
it closes without notifying 
NCS. 

6.When in Rome. . .etc. ..

For the benefit of new 
net members and to refresh 
the’ memories of ‘“old-tim- 
ers’’, the three catagories of 
message precedence are re 
printed below. Please keep 
it handy and refer to it when 


originating messages, both. 


under emergency conditions 
and for everyday traffic 


~ handling. 


(1) Emergency-Any mes- 
sage having life and death 
urgency to any person or 
group of persons. ‘This in- 
cludes official messages of 
welfare agencies during 
emergency requesting sup- 
plies, materials, or instruc- 
tions vital to the relief of a 
stricken populace in emer- 
gency areas. It does not in- 
clude ‘‘worry’’, ““agony”’ or 
other notification traffic be 
tween individuals. Note that 
this category will be very 
‘rare in normal times. When 
in doubt, do not use it. 

(2) Priority — {mportant 
(but not life and death) mes- 
sages having a specific de 
livery time limit. Official mes- 
sage other than those cover- 
ed in the ‘‘'Kmergency”’ cate 
gory. Personal inquiry and 
notification welfare traffic. 
This does not include brith- 
days or anniversaries or 


‘‘dates’” unless there is an 
aspect of urgency about 
them. ‘This precedence will
